It is natural that anyone buying bulbs is interested in knowing just how the crop was 
handled. First of all we locate new soil each year; soil that is known to be well adapted 
to our crop; and this soil is new and free from any contamination, also has no strays left 
in the field to come up again and create a mixture. All stock is treated with an approved 
disinfectant before planting. The crop is then kept clean of weeds as possible, both by 
machine and hand weeding. We grow the natural way, that is, without artificial irrigation 
and without over-fertilizing. We are certain you will find our bulbs entirely to your liking.

Color 
is a clear lustrous solid blood red. This has been on the market but a few years, and dur- 
ing this time we have received reports of such uniformly good performance, that we are 
sure now that it is certain to be a leading red for commercial use. And for the home 
garden it has been found to be outstanding, and this is true, for it really stands out and 
above the others in this particular color class, to say nothing of the others. Visitors look- 
ing over our field each season always remark about the wonderful uniformity the rows of 
AMERICAN COMMANDER display. If you are looking for a real red to take the 
place of some of the less-stronger growers you have been trying, be sure to get a stock of 
this headliner. Our experience here in our own flower shop, along with the enormous

Propagation qualities of this glad are good. Bulblets are moderate in size and all 
sizes of bulbs yield a good amount. Bulblets often bloom, in fact you may expect all sizes 
of bulbs to produce good long spikes. The florets are large and we usually find six, seven 
and sometime as high as nine florets open in good condition at once. The flower head is 
of good length and placement and facing is uniformly good. The texture is very good. 
Spikes may be cut tight for shipping and will open well in water. AMERICAN COM- 
MANDER is known to be a good keeper. Here you have a red that is well balanced as 
to spike, form and performance. We have a good stock of this variety now and it would 
be good business to invest what you can in blooming sizes, planting sizes or bulblets.

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CHARMAINE: Another introduction of ours. This variety fills the need for an 
early glad having good sized florets of a new color, a color that has been needed in glads, 
a rich rose. It is about the same shade as that found in “Happy Days” rose. This is a 
color that has found instant appeal with florists. It is an early glad and like other var- 
ieties that are early, we find it produces the best results if planted early as possible. Growth 
is rapid and it stands quite tall in the field. We have cut spikes that were equal in every 
way to a good spike of Picardy, but of an entirely different color, and way earlier besides. 
CHARMAINE always grows straight, has a head of usually 18 to 20 buds with usually 
six florets open in good condition. Facing and placement is uniformly good. Texture fair. 
CHARMAINE is a very good propagator, producing an abundance of bulblets that germ- 
inate freely. Reports on this variety have been very gratifying and we are sure you will 


like it.

GLADS by MARION RICH... 


BIG TOP: New this year. This big glad will no doubt satisfy anyone looking for a 
glad large enough to take the prize offered for biggest floret in the show. I have seen large 
florets produced right here in our own fields, but this year when I saw BIG TOP open, it 
made Miss New Zealand in the next row look small. The beauty of this variety is that 
the rest of the plant is in proportion. Also, unlike some other giant sorts, the color comes 
clear with us. It is a light pink with a small carmine feather in throat. In general it is a 
straight grower, with usually good placement. Healthy, prolific and a good bulblet germ- 
ination. The originator’s notes give the following figures: Height 62 to 76 inches; 28 to 
32 inch flower head; florets 614 to 8 inches across with up to seven open; 20 to 22 buds. 
A fair sized stock of this makes these low prices possible, and a very good buy it is.

This glad made a hit every where shown 
last year; won the ribbons, too. A very outstanding smoky grey with a touch of salmon, 
having a smoky red blotch. Healthy, strong grower, usually straight. Mr. Rich gives these 
figures: 54 to 69 inches tall; 22 to 28 inch flower head; florets 5144 to 6 inches in diameter; 
6 to 9 open; 18 buds all told. We had it this year with as high as eleven open, and a 
more impressive spike would be hard to find. Midseason.

We found that the 
bulblets germinated promptly and made nice growth. It is really a beautiful glad; we con- 
sider it one of the most beautiful of all.

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FLORA FARMER (Quackenbush) 


Although introduced only in 1939 this variety has demonstrated its ability 
to win in its color class at many of the major gladiolus shows. However, we wish 
to especially direct your attention to its possibilities for decorative purposes and as 
a commercial cut flower. Its unusual shade of deep radiant pink and creamy white 
throat have great color value. The beauty of its slightly ruffled florets and the 
fact that nearly all of the buds show color by the time the first floret opens give 
it additional value for florists use. During the past summer the originator was able 
for the first time to furnish this variety in any appreciable quantity to the florists of 
Harrisburg. It met instant and uniform approval and at no time during the season 
did he have a surplus of blooms of this variety. 

The strong sturdy spikes do not crook. Although it is a vigorous grower it 
appreciates good culture. Well grown spikes are about 48 to 50 inches tall. How- 
ever, the heavy foliage is so loosely attached to the spike that it can be pushed 
back and the spike cut to the ground without injury to the plant. It opens 5 to 6 
or more florets at a time on a spike of 18 buds. It produces plenty of bulblets 
which germinate readily and make strong growth. We urge you to give it a thor- 


ough trial.

PINK RADIANCE (Quackenbush) 


This variety was introduced in 1941 without any special advertising and with 
the modest statement that the originator believed that it would be successful as an 
exhibition variety and as a commercial cut flower. Only a few bulbs were sold and 
no bulblets were released. During the 1941 show season it was exhibited by only 
three or four persons yet it won more than a dozen blue ribbons in its color class 
at important gladiolus shows. Because of the vigorous growth which the variety 
makes from any size bulbs, the originator was able to furnish several hundred 
spikes, mostly from small bulbs, to the florists of Harrisburg. The favor with which 
it was received by the florists and its excellent growing habits confirms our opinion 
that the variety holds great promise as a commercial cut flower. 

Pink Radiance is a pure light pink self color with a slight touch of carmine 
deep in the throat. It is a Picardy x Minuet seedling with many of the excellent 
qualities of its parents and which thus far has not shown some of their faults. It 
makes a spike 55 inches or more in height which does not crook. It opens 6 to 8
